Without a disenting vote the house 
adopted a motion by Representative 
McKlhzie, Illinois, to resume consid­ 
eration of his bill providing for accept­ 
ance of Henry Ford's offer for Mus­ 
cle Shoals. Those in charge of the 
measure said they were -confident that 
a final vote would be reached before 
the end of the day. 
House members opposed to the Begg 
amendment, adopted Saturday 
which 
would require Ford tq surrender his 
lease 
if he failed to make good on 
his contract in any particular, planned 
to obtain a record vote on the amend­ 
ment before a final vote is had. 
The first amendment offered today 
proposed by Representative Wefald. 
/armer-laborite, Minnesota, was to fix 
the maximum net profit Ford would 
be allowed to make on fertilizer at 
five per cent, instead of eight per cent 
provided for in the bill. Another 
effort to alter the items of the Ford 
offer failed when an amendment by 
Representative Hilf, republican, Mary­ 
land, providing that the eight per eent 
profit was to be based on equipment 
used in fertilizer, manufacture, was 
thrown out.
